DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on January 15, 2009 
which has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-4 are pending in the application. 

-The objection to the drawings has been withdrawn due to applicant submitting 
replacement drawings which have been approved. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant's argument as to the outer race of the JP reference being 21 
which is not adjacent to an end face of the gear pins is acknowledged, however; the 
outer race of the JP reference can be considered the inner race since the present 
invention discloses what should be the outer race in the drawings of the disclosure as 
the inner race as well, therefore, the limitations of claim 4 is still met by the prior art of 
record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 11210843. 
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JP discloses an eccentrically oscillating gear device having an internal gear (12) 
having pins on an inner periphery thereof, a carrier (19) rotatable relative to the gear, a 
pair of bearings (20A, 20B), each having a rolling element (23) and a ring body having 
an outer race (22) and an inner race (21) for supporting the rolling element and 
disposed between an outer periphery of the carrier and inner periphery of the gear, a 
crank shaft (abstract) freely rotatably mounted on the carrier and an external gear (14, 
15) equipped with external teeth, engaged with the internal gear pins on the outer 
periphery thereof, fitted to a crank portion of the shaft and disposed between the pair of 
bearings, wherein the external gear makes an eccenthc oscillating motion by rotation of 
the shaft so that a output is taken out from one of the internal gear and carrier (Figure 2 
discloses eccentric rotation drawing), characterized in that an end face of the outer race 
in one of the pair of bearings is adjacent to an end of the pins and the end face 
regulates movement in an axial direction of the external gear (claim 2 of JP reference, 
see translation, discloses that the inner ring part (which is considered to be 22) 
regulates movement of the external gear in shaft orientation of the pin).

Claims 1-3 are allowed.
